One of the hard lessons for the splok-and-
shan young housakesper to learn In this: 1f
sho must do nll her own hounework, It In
foollsh to uttempt to Keep the Innumeribla
pretty but not wholly necessary decorationm
Aacatternd hare and there. True, the doflies
and bric-a-brac¢ and rare bits of decoration
are lovely, and whe feels almost heart-
broken to have to dismantle even In small
detiails u perfect lttle home. But, It must
be remembered that mnil these little items
and cute touches to tha house Involve care,

It is much better to put away in storage
the precious little decorantions—pack  them
out of sight for n few yenrs until the chil-
dren are old enough to know that eertaln
things are not to be touched, or until you
can teach them to handle fragile articles
carefully. Far better to hava them out of
wight than to leave them exposed where
chlldren can break them, Indesd, it is bet-
ter to pack them away and have the room
look somewhat bare than to huve avalast-
Ingly to msay: *“Don't touch that, Baby,” or
to becoma panle-stricken at uf‘l‘l')’ sound,
wondering whether that preclous vire has
boen pulled off the table and simashed. Or,
hecoming susplolous of ‘oo Much peace, to
enter the dining room to find baby has
pnlled the embroldered dolly off the table
and I8 putting Kitty 1o rleep in it

A house need not necessarily look bare
when unnecessary degarationy are removed,
Simple window draperies that are not so
excaadingly delleate as to be easlly Injured
If baby catches hold of an end, a feaw Now-
ers and plenty of munlight are sufMolent
decoration to make n cheery room, wnd they
Involve the least mmount of work and worry
tr’nr the young housskeesper with small chils
ren.

Another point: It Is nol & good plan to
biegin o pleca of work that must be fininhed
without interruption—Ilike cooking, floor
clenning and similar tasks—during baby's
wiaklng hours. It makes work doubly hard
If you have to drop your mop to rush out
and plek up baby, who la walling over &
naw lump, and then to have to rush back
and piek up tools and wonder whers you
feft off, in the meantime reallsing that
If you do not hasten through, your day's
work will not be finished. Importunt clean-
ing and cooking which require watching
should ba done while the baby naps, so that
the work Is done without Interruptions.
There are other tasks of the house which
can be dons whilo watching the baby ut play
;—'I!l(u mending and darning or slmple sew-
ng

When there s a small baby in the home
and the young housekeeper must do all her
own work, she must face the faot that she
cannot possibly glve the baby all the care
hb needs, keep him and herself In good
lienlth, cook proper meals and still take
perfect care of the [iitle decorated louse
that was o easy for her befors the baby
came.  Inn't It much better to let the deco-
rations go temporarily and 1o give first
considerution to baby and personul health?
